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Heads of a bill for anew Game-taw, and for repealing all former Game-laws. 


[Copies of this paper were fent to members of parliament, &e. about the beginning of 
November laft year, and the fubject has been under the confideration of moft if not all the

HE game-laws for North Britain have 

been found very deficient for the prefer-

3. That when once there is a fanction 
for the difpofal of game, the taking of them 
then becomes a fcience; and in that cafe 
it is impoffible, unle/s you introduce the pe- 
nalties made ufe of in abfolute and defpotic 
countries, for any gentleman to protect the 
game on his eftate. ; 

4. It willbe a great ineans of fetting neigh- 
bours at variance, by difputes about march- 
es: for it is impoffible to keep poachers and 
gamekeepors entirely within bounds, and they 
will be impertinent to gentlemen wren /port- 
ing near or on their marches.

for any time not exceeding one month 
longer than the ordinary time preteribed 
by this act; and that the advertifement 
ot fuch lands being preferved for a year, 
or that the time of killing game is pott- 
poned on them; fuch prohibitions being 
two different times inferted in the Edin- 
burgh news-papers, thal be held fufh- 
cient intimation to all the leges ; which 
notice is to be given from the rit of June 
tothe sit of July, fpecifying the na:nes 
of the farms to be kept, or poitponed kil- 
ling, and county where they he. 

And may it further be enaéted, That it 
fiali not be lawful for any perion what- 
ever, at any feafon, to fet gins or fnares, 
orto take in the night-time with nets, 
any of the above game, under the pe- 
nalty of 51. or two months imprifon- 
ment, &c.; or to take, kill, or de- 
troy, in any year, any partridge irom

feffion, or, fhall confume, or allow, or 
connhive at when confumed in their fami- 
lies, or houfes, every perfon fo offend- 
ing, fhall forfeit the fum of 51. Sterling, 
Or two months imprifonment in cafe of 
injuivency, for éach bird or hare taken 
or deflroyed by him, had in his poi- 
jefhon, or confumed in his family by 
his permiffion or connivance. And be 
it further enacted, That if any perfon

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She began very early to practife upon

her own undoing. 

It was, indeed, vifible enough, to fome 
who were neareft her perfon, that, from 
the moment the Queen was welcomed 
into Denmark by the acclamations οἱ 
a joyful people, the Dowager conceived 
a jealoufy of her popularity. It was, 
however, to no purpofe to counfel her 
to be upon her guard; fhe never could 
be pertuaded to fufpect the fincerity of a 
mother, who, by her affiduities, gave 
daily proofs of affectionate regard. 

The Dowager found the Queen pal 
fionately fond of the fathionable diver- 
fions of the Englifh nation, and it was 
her only foible to pay too flight an at- 
tention to the genius and manners of the 
Danith people, The Dowager encoura- 
ged her in her attachment to the one, 
and in the difregard fhe was but too apt 
to fhew to the other. At the fame time 
her policy was fuch, that, while the flat- 
tered her Majefty’s vanity by applauding 
her clgance and tafte, fhe was in fecret 
fomenting a party againft her, and _ infi- 
nuating, that the Queen had nothing at 
heart but imitating foreign fplendor, and 
anuufing herfelf with foreign entertain- 
ments, — entertainments calculated, in- 
deed, to captivate the minds of giddy 
youth, but of the moft pernicious ten- 
dency to corrupt their morals; that fhe 
defpifed the fimplicity and plainnefs of 
the Daniith court, and would in time 
caufe Englith levity and Englith liberti- 
niim to triumph over the oppofite virtues 
for which the court of Denmark had e- 
ver been retpected. 

By thefe infinuations fhe firft poifoned 
the minds of her felec friends, who on- 
ly whifpered their difcontent to their 
> ουμβάκαιε; but as foon as the Prince 
was born, and the King had made his 
tour to England, reports of a like ot 
worfe tendency were circulated, with 
unt ridled freedc 2m, all over the kingdom. 
Every motion and every action of the 
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) King and Queen was then narrowly 
w » ΔΕ and thofe very meafures which 
the Dowazer countenanced and encoura- 
ged by her fubtlety at court, the h: ad the 
audacity to difapprove and condemn to 
thofe whom fhe knew feldom or never 
frequented it. 

Men do not, in this country, fo fre- 
“ ntly attend the accouchement οἵ ladies 
as in » neland. The phyfician who pre- 


| fided at the birth of the Prince, by his 


care fe affiduities during that critical 
per iod, very naturally attracted the notice 
of the Queen. He hecame a favourite 
of the King: and, being a gentleman 
by birth and by profeffion, infenfibly 
crew into familiarity about the palace. 
Sovereigns have not always the difcre- 
tion to preferve the dignity of fupreme 
power, by keeping thofe with whom 
they are daily converfant at a proper di- 
tance. This centleman, was, however, 
the more acceptae, as he was ulcful in 
two refpeéts, and ferved both as a phy- 
fician and linguit to the Queen, who, 
not being miftrefs of the language of the 
people over whom fhe was deftined to 
reign, was more than ordinarily folicitous 
to acquire that qualification, with a view 
to render her converiation more general, 
as well as more pleafing to thofe who ca- 
fually came about the court. 

The Dowager did not fail, when the 
pro} er opportunity offered, to interpret 
this innocent familiarity into the moft 
feandalous and infamous correfpondence, 
and to whifper, among her party, that 
the intercourfe between St

Py it was for the Queen, and it may be

᾿θολεγ to hufbands among g perfons of con- 
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dition in England was fo frequent it 
was hardly held a crime. Thus, what 
at firft was utterly difbelieved, and could 
hardly be endured without vitible refent- 
ment, even by her worft enemies, took 
air at laft among the peace , and was 
currently reported in ever ry village. 

All this while the Dow ager had the ad- 
drefs to carry on her plot without being 
fufpected even by thofe with whom the 
was moft intimate. Her difcourfe, at 
the time fhe was fuggefling the worft 
practices, was always tempered with 
feeming concern for the young Sove- 
reigns ; and while fhe was difpeniing the 
poifonous pill, ihe was erafty enough to 


gild it over with a golden leaf. This 
duplicity in her behaviour gave her an 
opportunity of frequenting the court 


without fufpicion ; and, while every bo- 
dy thought ihe was employed in ftifling 
the evil reports which herfelf had raifed, 

(though foe chways gave out fuch things 
were told to her), fhe wasin faé the chief 
inftrument in fpreading them. 

The depth of her policy will hardly 
meet with credit from thofe who are 
net converfant in court-intrigues; yet 
it may be, in fome meature, penetr ited 
by a ihort retrofpect to her paft con- 
duct, No one was more forward than 
the Dowager in applauding 
fity of the King to vifit England, the 
nation of whofe manners he “had heard 
fo much, and with whofe fovereign he 
was fo intimately connected, both as a 
brother and an ally. She even preffed 
him to undertake the jou ‘ney, and na- 
med the noblemen whom fhe judged the 
moft proper to attend him. Thele were 

perions of inflexible fidelity to his per- 
fon, and who, the knew, would be moft 
acceptable to his Majefty to accompany 
him. Her views may e afily be difcerned 
in adviling the one, and nomin: iting and 
recommending the other. By the lat- 
ter, the removed from the kingdom the 
great enemies to her projects; and, by 
the former, fhe acquired the greater 
freedom to Ἂ ther incendiary engines to 
work, and to fupply them with fuel te 
keep them in full play.

days. When he examined the produc- 
tions of art, and the various methods by 
which they augment our faculties, and 
increafe our ftrength, he would often 
fall into an eeftafy, and bluth for his own 
country, faying with grief, Aouaow Maiti,

not like to exprefs that he felt this fupe- 
riority, being proud and haughty, tho” 
fupple.... 

At the ifland of Boero, great was the 
furprite which Aotourou exprefled at 
fecing men dreffed like the French ; 
houfes, gardens, domeflic animals, &c.; 
he was never tired with looking at thofe 
new objects: above all, he was charmed 
with that hofpitality which was there ex- 
ercifed with anair of fincerity and ac- 
quaintance. As he did not fee any ex- 
changes made, he fuppofed that the Dutch 
gave every thing without being paid for 
it. He told them, very fenfibly, that in 
his country he was a chief, and that he 
had undertaken this voyage, with his 
friends, for his own pleafure. In his 
vifits, at table, and in walking, he ene 
deavoured exactly to imitate the French. 
As M. de Bougainville did not take him 
on the firft vilit to the chicf, he imagt- 
ned it was becaufe his knees are diftort- 
ed, and would have had fome failors get 
upon them, to fet them right. He of- 
ten afked whether Paris was as fine as 
Bocro, 

At Batavia, the Taitiman, though 
fecured for fome time from the influence 
of the climate by the ecftafy into which e- 
very thing that he faw threw him, fell fick 
during the laft days, and his illnefs was 
of a Jong duration, though his docility 
in taking phyfic was equal to that of ἃ 
Parifian.

On his ie at Paris,in March1769,

Our Admiral ranged 
abreatt the forts, gave them fome fhells, 
and poured.a_ broacfide into their Vice- 
Admiral ; he made one point of the cref- 
cent, then ranged along the others, and 
faluted them in like manner upon dilfe- 
rent tacks; in one of which, as he was 
endeavouring to engage their Admiral 
on the point, his fhip miffed flays. He 
now ordered his anchor to be let go, 
with a fpring on it, and brought his lar- 
board fide to bear on two of their largeft 
fhips; whofe united fire he fuftaincd, 
and returned, without intermiMfion 
upwards of half an hour. The Adn.:al 
was well teconded by his other tlips, 
and the two frigates, who engaged in 
the line, and were in expectation of fecing 
the enemy ina flame, our fhells having 
fet one of them on fire: but, happily for 
them, they foon extinguithed it. 

About fix o’clock the Admiral cut his 
cable, fet hts fails, and flood acrofs the 
enemy, giving them a brifk fire; and 
thenthe fquadron ftood out of the har- 
bour for fear of being becalmed in the 
night; which might have given thema 
great advantage, as they could then have 
employed all their zebees and gallics a- 
gaint us. 

This was certainly a bold action; it 
fhews what invincible courage can do, 
when animated with the love of giory, 
and a pafhionate defire to promote the 
fervice we are engaged in. ‘The hazard, 
and the danger, to be fure were very 
great; but it is in oppofing and rifing a- 
bove thefe confiderations that we difcern 
the hero.

A treaty of peace, under the media- 
tion of the court of Vienna, has, for 


fome time paft, been negotiating between 
the Porte and the Emprefs of Rufha. 


According to letters from the Hague, of 


. an anfwer has been received at 
laft difpatches fent to the 
Empreis of Ruffia, faid to be couched in 
very polite terms, exprefling great fatif- 
faction and gratitude for the pains that 
Emperor and Emprefs-Queen had 
taken to bring about a reconciliation ; 
but that her fmperial M ajeity was deter- 
mined to abide by the ultimatum long a- 
go (Ὁ mmunicated to that court. ‘The 
ultimatum is faid to be, that Crimea, 
Budziac Tartary, and in general all that 
tract of land as far as the left fhore of the 
Danube, on the coaft of the Black fea, 
jhall continue for ever under the domi- 
nion of Ruffia; that this power fhall en- 
joy atree navigation onthe Black fea, 
have poffeflion of the town of Afoph, 
and be indemnified for the expences in- 
rred by the prefent unjult war, ἄς, 
emand, however, it is faid, the 
Porte will never confent to: for by the 
confiitutions of that empire it is ftipa- 
lated, that in cafe of ' faliave of fucceflors 
to the Ottoman throne of the prefent fa- 
mily, the Chan of Crimea fhall fucceed 
toit; fo that neither the Grand Signior, 
norhis divan, would dare confent to the 
above demand for fear of an infurreétion.

‘This blood we are 
ready to hed for thee, for Jutta, for 
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Frederick, for our country.’ — And in 
another part of the letter, addrefling 
himfelf to the King, he fays, ‘ Recall 
fuch as have been difmiffed without rea- 
fon, eftablifh them in their pofts, and ad- 
mit into your fervice none but perfons of 
real cefert : retrench your diverfions ; 
examine fcrupuloufly into the itate of the 
debts of the crown, and difcharge fuch 
asare juft; forget not the fituation of 
the bank and of commerce, and fuffer 
not the one or the other to be a means of 
enriching a few individuals; if poflible, 
difcharge your fubjects from the burdens 
under which they groan; or at leaft 
make them more equal, that they may 
be more eafily borne. By thefe, and o- 
ther like regulations, this country will 
become the feat of profperity, of liberty, 
of joy, of abundance, and of public te- 
curity, with a much jatter title than that 
of England, where, when low and in- 
terefted minifters cannot ftifle the cries 
οἵ the people from reaching the throne, 
they have neverthelefs prevented their 
having any good effect, and dared even 
to imprifon thofe who acted in defence 
ofthe people, and of their moft facred 
rights and privileges.” [xxxHi.

only a half-fheet, and if s00 could be 
had, they would fetch the fame price. 

It was given out by the enemies of 
Count Struenfee and Brand, that there 
was reafon to believe they would deftroy 
themfelves, the firft by knocking out 
his brains againft the wall to which he 
was chained, the other by thrufting his 
German flute down his throat; fince 
which, the firft is chained in the middle 
of the room; and the other, inftead of 
mufic, can only hear the rattling of his 
chains.” 

GERMANY. 

‘** Vienna, Fan. 18. The police has 
iffued an order, that no perfon of what 
rank foever fhall fuffer their carriages to 
drive too faft in the ftreets ; which or- 
der took its rife from an unhappy acci- 
dent which happened the other day. 
An ecclefiaftic being run ever by the car- 
riage of Baron de Prandau, who drove 
himfelf, that nobleman was fined 2000 
ducats. Bnt not thinking that a fufh- 
cient reparation, he has of his own ac- 
cord fettled a penfion of 500 florins upon 
the mother and fifter of the unfortunate 
ecclefiaftic.”’ 

** Francfort, Fan. 31. Letters from 
Saxony advife, that the want of provi- 
fions there is fo great, that hundreds of 
perfons of all ages are begging theit 
bread ; and that the inhabitants are re- 
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duced to that diftrefs, that they make 
bread of acorns and of roots ; which oc- 
cafions difeafes, from which the moft 
fatal confequences are to be apprehend- 
ed.” 

“ Hamburg, Fan.28. Advices from 
Saxony bring the moft dreadful accounts 
of the mifery and want which reign in 
fome provinces of that electorate, par- 
ticularly in the circle of the mountains 
named Ertzgeburg, where the inhabi- 
tants die of hunger, and the want of e- 
very neceflary. The garrifon of the 
little town of Senftenberg is retired, on 
account of a contagious diftemper which 
has broke out among them.” 


FRANCE. 


“ Rouen, Feb.1. They write from 
Honfleur, that in the night between the 
26th and 27th of laft month, part of a 
mountain near that place divided, and 
the ground next to it funk confiderably. 
In ieveral places near, the earth appears 
to have funk, and in others to have rifen 
fome feet, and feveral trees have been 
thrown down; ail which is confidered as 
the confequence of an earthquake, the 
like effects having been formerly produ- 
ced by an earthquake which happened 
inié615. Happily no perfon was hurt, 
nor did the town of Honfleur receive a- 
ny damage.” 

** Dunkirk, Feb. 20. This day a pla- 
card was fixed up in different parts of 
the town, prohibiting the exportation of 
feveral kinds of provifions, on account 
ot their high price and great fcarcity. 
This is the firft inftance of a prohibition 
Οἱ this nature becoming neceflary.in any 
part of Flanders. Hitherto the markets 
ot this place, on account of the fhipping 
and great concourfe of ftrangers, has e- 
ver been confidered, by the country- 
people, as the greateft refource they had 
to difpofe of their provifions, which 
they are now obliged to with-hold from 
areal fcarcity of the neceflaries of life.” 
Lond. gaz. 

“© London, Fan. 30. The new parlia- 
ment of Touloufe has rejudged the caufe 
ot Peter Paul Sirven, the Feudift of 
Cattres, his wife and fon, who, about 
ten years ago, were condemned on an 
action of parricide; and have, by a fo- 
lemn arret, declared the innocence of 
the condemned, adjudged their former 
Nudges to pay all expences of the pro- 
a and» re-eftablifhed the family of 
riven in their honours and goods.” 
LXXVil, 153.) 
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‘© Hague, Feb. 25. By a private Iet- 
ter from Rome we have ‘the following 
remarkable anecdote. There is a cu- 
ftom among the order of monks called 
Minimes, on-every new-year’s-day, for 
the religious to draw [ots for a faint ; 
and whatever faint they draw, is to be 
their patron and protector the whole 
year. The prefent Pope is of that or- 
der; and, when a cardinal, was ex- 
tremely attached to this old cuftom, as 
he has been likewife fince he came to 
the Papacy. It happened, when they 
drew lots this year, that the famous Ig- 
natius Loyola, the founder of the Je- 
fuits, was the faint that fell to the lot of 
his Holinefs. Many people are of opi- 
nion, that this was not merely the ef- 
[ἢ of chance, but that fome artifice 
was made ufe of to direct this faint to his 
Holinefs, in hopes to induce him to e- 
fpoufe the caufe of the Jefuits, in order 
to ward off the blow which feems to be 
aimed at them by the King of Spain, 
who abfolutely infifts upon the Pope's 
annihilating that fociety.” 
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ἐς Cadiz, Fan.24. By virtue of or- 
ders from the court, a reduction of 
twenty-five men per company is now 
making in the regiments of Spanifh in- 
fantry in garrifon here.” 

‘© Hague, Feb. 14. The laft letters 
from Madrid advife, that the King of 
Spain having been informed, that Meff. 
Bahic, a French houfe at Cadiz, failed 
lately for upwards of 1,400,0C0 piafters, 
and that there is great reafon to appre- 
hend fome more failures in confequence 
of the above in other trading cities of 
that kingdom; his Catholic Majeity im- 
mediately ordered an embargo to be laid 
on all the French fhips then at Cadiz, 
and feemed determined not to permit 
foreigners to -fettle as merchants there 
for the future. Thefe letters add, that 
the King of Spain having difcovered thaf 
his conteffor held a fecret correfpondence 
with the Jefuits, notwithftanding his 
Majefty’s exprefs orders to the contrary, 
has not only difmiffed him, but has 
caufed him to be arrefted, and it is 
thought will bring him to a public trial.” 

‘© London, ‘fan. 24. Asa proof of the 
prefent behaviour of the Spaniards to- 
wards G. Britain, a merchant of this 
city informs us, that the Πρ Anne, Na- 
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thaniel Mitchell mafter, on a voyage 
from Honduras to Bermuda, with log- 
wood only, an article allowed by the 
late treaty of peace [xxv. 138.], was 
wrecked on the ifland of Cuba; and as 
foon as the mafter and company reached 
the fhore, with only their cloaths on 
their backs, they were made prifoners, 
the fame as in open war, carried to the 
Havanna, and kept in clofe confinement 
for forty days, undergoing great hard- 
fliips. 

«© Groroia. Knowall men, by this 
public inftrument, that on the rath of 
July 1771, perfonally appeared before 
me Richard Δ γῆν, Εἴ; Notary-Public, 
by lawful authority duly admitted in the

Laftly, 
the deponents fay, that they were not 
releafed from confinement till the 4th of 
this inftant (forty days) and arrived at 
Savannah aforefaid the arth of faid 
month,
